RESERVES MAY NOT RE PLACED 
ABOARD AMERICAN 
MERCHANTMEN.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Opera- 
tion by the navy of all American 
merchant ships traversing the war 


Sone, agreed on in principle by gov- 


ernment officials, has developed so 
many obstacles that adoption of the 
Plan, for a time at least, appears 
uncertain. The Navy Department 
and the Shipping Board, however, 
are trying to work out an arrange- 
ment that will prove satisfactory 
to all interests concerned. 

The Shipping Board's proposal 
that seamen taken into naval] re- 
serve service and retained aboard 
merchant ships be paid regular sea- 
men's wages, has been disapproved 
by the Navy Department. which 
holds that such a procedure would 
upset discipline. On the other hand, 
the Shipping Board contends that it 
would be unfair to enroll seamen 
fin the reserve service at navy crew 
wages when the board was a party 
to a recent agreement between ship 
owners and the Seamen's Union x- 
ing seamen’s wages for the duration 
of the war. 

For the present the Shipping 
Board will continue to recruit sea- 
men for service, hoping that a esat- 
isfactory adtustment may be reached.

PART OF MISSING 
MAN'S OUTFTT. 


(BY A. F. CORRESPONDENCE. } 
DAWSON (. T.) Dec. 4.-—-What 
seems to be a definite indication 
of the fate of Hubert Darrell, well- 


known Arctic explorer, and former 
Klondyke miner and prospector, was 
secured recently on the Arctic coast 
by Bishop Stringer. Darrell had 
traveled,»trapped and mined in and 
about Dawson for years before go- 
ing to the Mackenzie Valley. The 
traces of him were in the vicinity 
of Anderson River, eastward from 
the Mgeckenzie. Two or three years 
ago natives brought in word that 
they had found an inscription on a 
tree in that locality, which they took 
to be his farewell message. Bishop 
Stringer this summer met the na- 
tives who saw the inscription and 
had them show him a copy. They 


n eqguid not read English, but had 


made a copy of the letters as well 
as they could. The bishop reports 
that he learned that a camera and 
other equipment were found, which 
would indicate thet Darrell perished 
after the inscription was written and 
that at the time of the writing the 
man was in no danger. 
Darrell is supposed to have per- 
ished in the winter of 1910 or 1911. 
He had his camp on the Anderson 
River, ten or fifteen miles from the 
camp of the Eskimos, whom he 
visited for the last time about No- 
vember 75, 1910. In the following 
spring a visting Eskimo found Dar- 
rell had left his camp, and on a 
tree he made a copy of the follow- 


‘ling inscription: 
1910. 


HUBERT DARRELL 

Bishop Stringer interprets this to 
: “1910. Got frozen-in Octo- 
ber 4. Leave here today, November 
24, westward for Macken River.” 
Darrell left his camp and was never 
seen again, In March, 1916, an 
Eskimo found his camera and some 
other articles in a cache fifty miles 
away, and signs of a camp, but the 

explorer’s body was not found.

Officials entertain little hope that 
more survivors will be found alive. 
The bitter cold which probably was 
the cause of Ensign Kalk’s death, 
makes it improbable that others whe 
may have escaped and floated about 
on rafte or wreckage through the 
whole night could have survived 
much exposure.

U-BOAT Is CAUTIOUS. 

The U-boat commander made sure 
before he exposed his craft that the 
destroyer had gone down. He took 
no chances of a last shot from her] 
guns which might send him and his 
vessel also to theor reckoning. Prob- 
ably the single man saved by the sub- 
marine was taken aboard because 
the submarine officer desired infor- 
mation as to the identity of the ves- 
sel he had sunk. 

The vicinity of the tragedy was 
not a safe place for the U-boat, The 
fact that the Jacob Jones was sunk 
closer in shore than the 400 to 600 
miles indicated in first dispatches 
from Admiral Sims added to the 
probability of nearby assistance. 

Becretiry Daniels showed plainly 
the relief that had come with word 
that his brother-in-law, Lieutenant- 
Commander Bagley, was among the 
survivors, but h evidently was 
deeply moved by this greatest loss 
the navy has suffered so far in the 
war. 

The three additional names of en- 
listed men of the Jones’ crew includ- 
ed in today’s messages as survivors 
showed the difficulty of the task of 
determining quickly just how many 
lives were lost. They Were not on the 
muster roll of the ship last received 
at the Navy Department, Probably 
Admiral Sima is haying difficulty in 
determining just who were aboard. 
Ensign Kalk was an additional of- 
ficer, perhaps assigned only for the 
trip. It will take checking up at the 
base to make up this new addition 
to the new navy's roll of honor.

BAKERS UNDER 
FEDERAL SWAY. 


New License Plan to Become 
Effective Today. 
for Nine Cents. 


Ruling is Made on Sugar and 
Shortening Contents. 


Today Los Angeles bakeries, in 
common with those in other parts. 
of the United States, will begin op- 
erating under Federal licenses which 
regulate the size of the loaves, the 
sugar content of the bread and the 
quantity of shortening per barrel of 
flour. 

Los Angeles bakers have not ‘yet 
received their licenses, though they 
applied for them two weeks ago. 
At that time the government gave 
them its assurance that all concerns 
who have made application for li- 
censes will be considered. licensed. 
This is because the food edministra- 
tion is so far behind with its work 
that it had not yet been able to 
iseue the licenses. 

Under the government license sys- 
tem of operation the people here 
will get & new size loaf at a new 
price. Loaves will be made in G- 
teen-ounce, twenty-four-ounce and 
thirty-two-ounce sizes. The sixteen- 
ounce loaf will retail for 9 cents. 
thirty-two-ounce loaf is a dou 
loaf which can be broken «a 
and retailed as two -ounce 
loaves. The bakers are making thie 
double loaf to conserve pans.

bakery, hotel or restaurant consum- 
ing ten barrels of four or more per 
month shall use more than two 
pounds of shortening and three 
pounds of sugar to the barrel. Here- 
tofore the amount of shortening and

Profits Made in Coining of 


be Twenty One. cent 
Pieces Per Capita. 


Billions of Little Bronses are 
Now Made Yearly. 


The famine in pennies, recently 
reported from various parts of the 
country, says a bulletin issued by 
the National City Bank of New 
York, ig the more surprising in view 
of the fact that the government 
coinage of i-cent pieces has been 
much larger in recent years than in 
any earlier period of the history of 
the country. A compliation shows 
that more than 1,000,009,000 1-cent 
coins had been manufactured by 
the government and distributed to 
the people during the last dozen 
years. In fact, the out-turn of 1 
cent pieces in the last decade forms 
one-third of the total since the be- 
ginning of our present form of gov- 
ernment. . 

The bank's statement on this sub- 
ject shows that the number of 1- 
cent coing manufactured by the 
mints of the United States from 
1793 to the end of the fiscal year 
1916, was 2,804,000,000, while the 
number issued in the last decade 
wlone is, in round numbers, 1,000,+ 
000,000. Even im the single fiscal 
sear 1916 the number of i-cent 
pieces coined was 101,230,337, while 
in the high record year, 1919, the 
total number turned out was 162,- 
£46,218. The number of pieces 
coined never touched the 100.000, 
600 line prior to 1907, ne total for 
that year being 108,138.618: and 
the annual average since that time 
has been nearly 100,000,000 per 
year. 


The number of I-cent pleces 
coined from the beginning of the 
government to date would, even if 
al. were in existence aud circula- 
tion, allow for each individual about 
twenty-seven 1-cent pilo-es. Of 
Course, the number actually evalii- 
Die is far less than this, for it ts 
quite probable thet ont of the 
2.750,000,000 pieces coined 
by the government, t more than 
about 7,000,000,000 are now in er- 
istence, or at least in circulation, 
raking the present average per c 
making the present average per 
capita for all the people of the 
United States of about twenty 1- 
cent pieces. 

The coinage of l-cent pieces be- 
gan with the first year’s operation 
of the mints, the total number

The “minor coinage” of the United 
States, including in that term the 
half-cent, l-cent, cent, 3-cent and 
S-cent coins, aggregates about 
4,000,000,006 in number. Of the 
-cent coins the numer as already 
indicated is about 2,800,000,000, of 
which about 200,000,000 were nickel 
and 156,000,000 copper; of the 2- 
cent coins there were. issued 45,601,- 
000: of the 3-cent coins, 31,378,000 
made of nickel and 42,770,000 mace 
of silver, and of the 5-cent pieces 
the total number issued has been 
of nickel, 891,810,000 and of silver, 
97,604,000. 

All “token” coins issued by the 
government are now of bronze or 
nickel; all of the 1-cent pieces being 
of bronze, all off the 6-cent pil 
nickel. The use of silver for the 
manufacture of the minor colris Was 
discontinued in 1874. 

The face value of the “token” 
coins tssued by the government (the 
t-cent plece and 5-cent nickels) te, 
of course. nuch greater than the 
value of the metal which they con- | 
tain. In fact, the profit on the manv- 
facture of these coins, together with 
a slight profit on the manufacture 
of the minor silver coins (10, 
25 and 50-cent pieces) is more than 
enough to pay the running expenses 
of the mint.

PRESIDENT AND LORD LANS. 
DOWNE, 

Two such opposite types of leaders as 
President Wilson and Lord Lansdowne, so 
far apart in training and tradition, in in- 
herited ideals and matuted sentiments, 
must necessarily view a subject, even on 
which they are in general accord, under en- 
tirely different lights and from widely di- 
vergent perspectives. Since our President's 


‘Masterly message to the Sixty-fifth Con- 


gress came so closely after the peace plea 
of the British peer, and since both have at- 
tracted worldwide attention, men and 
women are certain to compare the one with 
the other, to find out wherein they agree 
and wherein they differ. 

Bvery American knows—or if he doesn’t, 
it's hig Own fault—etactly where our Presi- 
dent stande as to the prosecution of the 
war and what he expects to accomplish for 
Civilization after its victorious conclusion. 
On the other hand, the American public 
knows little of Lord Lansdowne or of the 
original war aims of the Entente Alliance. 
That these aims have been materially 
changed—-and we may add spiritually trans- 
formed—by America’s entry into the world's 
conflict, may turnish the key to the differ- 
ence between the timorous pleadings for 
peace in Lord Lansdowne’s communication 
and the resolute demand from democracy’s 
recognized spokesman. 

The President's message is one of com- 
plete and determined confidence in his 
cause and its ultimate success. It ‘is the 
explicit declaration of a statesman who 
knows exactly what ground he occupies and 
who has no doubt as to the courage and 


ability of the people be represents. Lane 


downe's , on the contrary, has a some 
what despondent and pathetic atmosphere. 
It voices the same desire for permanent 
peace as the President's message, but ex- 
presses it in a minor Key. We perceive at 
once the contrast between the optimist of 
the future and the pessimist of the present 
-~between Wilson foresecing a new world in 
the making and Lansdowne reflecting on 
an old world in the passing. 

Take the texts on which these two fa- 
mous messages are founded. The President 
says, “Our present and immediate task is 
to win the war, and nothing shall turn us 
from it until it is accomplished.” And he 
repeats what he has 80 consistently empha- 


, sized since his historical declaration of last 


April: “We shall regard the war as won 
only when the GERMAN PEOPLE shall say 
to us through PROPERLY ACCREDITED 
REPRESENTATIVES they are ready to 
agree ob a settlement based upon justice 
and the reparation of wrongs their rulers 
have done.” After which he states un 
equivocaliy what that reparation must be. 

Now see how Lord Lansdowne approaches 
the subject of peace. His text is this: 
“The prolongation of the war may lead to 
the ruin of the civilized world.” Ang he 
adds, “We do not seek to impose on the 
German people a form of government 
against their choice.” With the substance 
of these statements, as they stand, the 
American people is in accord. The 
prolongation of the war is a horror that 
only fiends in dell could desire. Nor is it 
the wish or intention of the United States 
to impose any form of government on any 
people without the consent of the governed. 

Not im the text of Lansdowne’s state 
meats, but in what they connote, in the 
lugubrious inferences they draw, is the 
wrong inflexion discernible. Wilson ts con- 
fident of the outcome. Lansdowne speaks 


| as one obsessed with the idea thai any de- 


citsive victory is impossible and that the 


| German people can never be induced to 


throw over the false gods they have been 
compelled so long to worship 

If this were true, then American democ 
racy has made its splendid self-sacrifice in 
vain. An unredeemed, autocratic Germany 
means another century of wars and rumors 
of and preparations for war. The league of 
nations to enforce peace, the desire of both 
President Wilson and the Marquis of Lanse 
dream 
unless as @ result of the present conflict 
Prussian militarism is extirpated from the 
world. Any cessation of hostilities before 
this end has been accomiplished will as- 
suredly lead to the ruin of civilization—at 
any rate to the ruin of civilization founded 
on Christian and democratic principles. 

The crux of the matter is that Lord Lans- 
downe doesn’t trust democracy. While 
President Wilson bases his hoped of perma- 
nent world peace im the last resort on the 
innate good sense of the awakened German 
peopie—alfter they have been shown the 
folly of trusting to their present iniquitous 
rulere—the British peer supposes that a 
peace made with the same Prussian clique 
that launched the chariot of war is better 
than an indefinite prolongation of the war. 

ln his heart Lord Lansdowne never has 
been a democrat and he is too old now to 
change his inbred opinions. It was be that 
six years ago killed the Home Rule bill for 
Ireland alter ut had twice, by a large ma- 
jority, been passed by the House of Com- 


mons. It is he that England has to thank 


for the present unrest in the sister isle and 
the impetus given to the Sinn Fein move, 
ment. He didn’t trust the Irish democracy 
and he doesn’t trust the German democracy. 
Bvidently he is willing to deal with the 
Kaiser and his Junker advisers. The great- 
est vindication given to the President's 
ringing declaration—in the words of the 


‘Westminster Gazette, “as though America 


with its hundred million people blew a 
blast on a single trumpet”—is the unani- 
mous enthusiasm with which it bas been re 
ceived in every democratic counjry. The 
worst compliments paid to the pacific senti- 
ments of Lord Lansdowne come from the 
Kaisercontrolied newspapers of Berlin— 
and they have unmistakably shown their 


appreciation of the Tory Marquis.

res produce faw materials which could 


laid down at the coast ports of the Unit- 
ed States in sufficient quantity to provide 
for our manufactures and keep our ma. 
chines busy. 

The leading import in the list is hides, 
with a valuation of $216,000.000. Australia 
is already one of the most important sources 
for hides in the world. it is ranked in 
Gannett’s Commercial Geography as 
ond after the United States in stock pro 
duction. New Zealand is aleo rich in pas 
ture lands. Western Mexico and South 
America are favorable to stock production. 
In Alaska, the experiments made by our 
government with reindeer already indicate 
that We may expect millions of hides from 
the immense tundra districts of our north- 
west coast and of Siberia’ From all these 
sources hides would be entered at Pacific 
Coast ports. 

Next in valuation of the imports for the 
year was India rubber, to the amount of 
$189,000,000. Im a recent article Prank Car- 
penter shows that the rubber-producing cen- 
ter has nov shifted from the Amazon Val 
ley of South America to the islands off the 
southeast coast of Asia, thus becoming d- 
rectly tributary to Pacific ports. Mexico 
and Central America also have territory 
especially suitable to the growth of rubber 
trees, and their production ig on the in- 
crease. 


Raw silk, with a value of over $180,000, 
000, stands third in the year’s imported 


materials. The cheap labor of China seems 
to have this product firmly anchored to Pa- 
elne Coast shores. Japan fs also a heavy 
producer of raw silk. 

Wool stands fourth in value. Australia 
is the banner wool-producing section. Mor- 
ris states that the wool production of this 
country equals in amount that of the United 
States and Argentina combined. The Aus 
tralian wool is also of high grade. The 
conditions in Mexico and in New Zealand 


are also favorable for wool production 


sheep raising. } 

As our own country Is the leading cotton 
producer of the world, it is surprising to 
find that we imported $10,000,000 worth of 
* cotton. This staple is also raised in 
China, Japan, Northern and Western Mer 
ico and other countries adjacent to“ the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Importing copper ore also seems like car 
rying coals to Newcastle, since the tier of 
States at our own back Is now producing 
a wonderful amount of copper ore and Art- 
zona is counted the richest copper region 
known. Nevertheless, last year this coun- 
try brought in more than $32,000,000 worth 
of the red ore for its manufactories. Cop 
per is also found in Mexico, South America, 
Australia, China and Japan. 

Over $68,000,000 was paid out for various 
fibers. Our new possessions, the Philippines, 
are large producers of fiber plants, as is 
also Mexico. , 

Without doudt the raw materials {mport- 
ed by this country during the last fiscal 
year may al) be found or produced by coun- 
tries washed by the Pacific—in quantities 
‘far exceeding even the great importation 
already attained. What we need here in 
Southern California are facilities for turn- 
these raw materials into finished prod- 
ucts to be exported to the regions border 
ing the Pacific which are not able to manu- 
facture. There is no good reason why raw 
silk should go through our ports to Pat. 
erson, 
and brought back to the Coast. Why should 
raw hides from Australia be shipped to 
Boston—to be made into shoes to be freicht- 
ed back to us? Copper goes from the mines 
of Arizona and Nevada to the New Eng- 
land States to be made into wire and ma- 
ghinery for use in our great hydro-electric 
plants; India rubber from Sumatra goes 
through our ports to Akron, O., to come 
back as tires for use on the good roads of 
California. 

These conditions violate the principles of 
conservation. With transportation blocked 
by war movement, the importance and the

ritory is increased. The conditions which 
will make manufacturing feasible and prof- 
itable are rapidly developing. Already we 
have establishments in operation which are 
manufacturing woolen and rubber goods. 
Cotton mills to utilize Imperial Valley and 
Arizona cotton are planned.

tically unlimited of raw materials 
within our reach, and with the great ar- 
kets of Mexico, Siberia and Alaska, to say 
nothirg of China and Japan, at our doors, 
as it were, manufacturing ie destined to 


become one of the greatest developments 


on the Pacific Coast.

The Buropean war has been filled with 
surprises. One of these is the unexpected 
endurance of France. Nobody has ever 
Coubted or ever could doubt the valor of 
Frenchmen, but they have never before ex- 
hibited such tenacious “atick-to-it-iveness” 
as during the present war. 

Germany has surprised and shocked the 


nations and astonished and disgusted hu 


manity with such exhibitions of scientific 
savagery and inhuman frightfulmess as it 
had not been dreamed could be perpetrated 
in the twentieth century. . 
Russta changed almost over night from 
an absolute despotiem to a Socialistic re 


public and then fell into a chaos of anarch- 


tam. 

The British Empire and the United 
pour their men into the war by mil!

Detectives the Prisoner 
Admits Brutal Crime.

Tell, Revolting Details of the 


Charged with the brutal murder 
of 10-year-old Leonard Le Roy Her- 


wick, son of J. F. Herwick, of Santa 
Ana. Edward 8. Keyes, son of Mrs. 
Mattie” De Turk, the “Sand Lot 
Queen.” was lödged in the County 
Jail here yesterday afternoon by 
Sheriff C. E. Jackson of Orange 
county. who brought his prisoner 
from Santa Ana because he feared 
the citizens of that city would mae 
and lynch Keyes, 

Brutally indifferent to the inves 


aguinst hi sg Ra sitting in the office 


of Sheriff Ciine yesterday evening, 
Keyes, it is alleged, confessed to his 
crime and then, while Sheriff Jack- 
son and deputy sheriffs of Los An- 
geles county gasped at the end of 
his recital of the murder and the 
unnatural crime that preceded it 

heyes asked the to EO. him 
a plate of “boilin’ hot soup.“ 

The crime, which is branded by 
officers as being the most horrible 
in recent years in Southern Califor- 
nia, was described in detail by Keven. 
According to his alleged confession. 
about 6 o’a@eck Friday evening while 
he was in Santa Ana, Keyes saw 
young Herwick, who was sellin 
papers, and asked the boy to 
for a ride with him in a rickety o 
automobile. The lad climbed into 
the machine and Keyes then drove 
to Anaheim, from Santa An 
where he purchased u quart 
whisky. 

DROVE TO. RANCH. 

From Anaheim, Keyes told Sher. 
if Jackson and Deputy Sheriffs 


‘Wright and Manning of Los Ange- 


les county, he drove, with the boy 
in his car, to where he lived tn «a 
hovel on the White City chicken 
ranch at Newport Beach. 

Keyes saya, it is claimed, that aft- 
er he arrived at his home, he plied 
the boy with the liquor he had 
bought and then attacked the lad. 
The prisoner says that he overcame 


the lad, after struggling with him, 


and that during the struggle 
fired a shot. This shot was heard 
by Fred 8. Erie and Dan Uchimoto, 
two Japanese who had rented the 
house in which Keyes lived, but 


feared to enter it because of the 
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presence of a vicious bulldog which 
belonged to the prisoner. The two 
Japanese had therefore moved into 
a barn about 200 feet from the hov- 
el and Uchiumoto, upon hearing the 


shot, which he thought was fired 


about 9 p.m, got up and went out to 


investigate. 

The Japanese told Sheriff Jackson 
that he heard screams and the 
sound of a conflict, but, fearing to 
embroll himeelf in a white man's 
quarrel, he did not go to the house. 
Keyes says that he fired the shot at 
one of the bulldogs which he kept 
around his habitation. 

CHOKES YOUTH. 

After he had accomplished his 
intentions, Keyes told the officers 
last evening, it is said, that he 
choked the Herwiek boy to death, 


burned his clothes in a small stove/ 
and then, about 3 o'clock Saturday 
morning, carried the body of his; 


victim into the automobile in which 
he collected garbage for a number 
of chickens, and drove to 4 point on 
the Delhi drainage ditch, about 
three miles south of Santa Ana.
